It is seldom that a town the size 
of Gettysburg, with so many large 
outlets for traffic, without apparent 
congestion, institutes ii traffic signal 
system such as is on trial here now. 
“The only change the 
has invoked is to make traffic more 
congested than heretofore, instead of 
remedying any apparent defect,” said 
•one motorist. 
Another 
declares, 
“Why 
halt 
traffic, ail leading into and through 
the center of town, going in the four 
main directions, while traffic moving 
across the four main highway* is not 
halted to permit crossing when the 
signals are opened?” 
It appears that the signals do not 
help the situation any.

use, the system stretches over a large 
area, halting traffic going in one di­ 
rection.

aw* apt to think that the dairy 
cow Iras fulfilled her m other function 
when .she 1ms supplied the milk neces­ 
sa ry for the nounal 
grow th 
and 
healthy development of the child,” 
Y r. Hatch said. 
“ But she does more 
than this. 
The dairy cow is c onstant­ 
ly with us, although the products for 
which she is responsible we often pass 
by w ithout recognition. 
‘‘If we eeparate th e b u tterfat in 
milk from the other constituents we 
have left skim milk. 
If we separate 
the solids of skim milk, we get sugar, 
alubumin and casein. The milk sugar 
is largely used in food for infants and 
in the preparation of medicine, while 
the albumin is used in the preparation 
of feeds for young animals. 
In dry­ 
ing the curds of skim milk we get 
casein, which in the form of cottage 
cheese is one of the m ost wholesome 
of foods. 
In this farm it has many 
uses in the arts, 
Mixed with pig­ 
m ent or lime, it has myriad uses in 
office, shop and factory. 
“ Tile business m an on his way to 
work stops at the hotel cigar counter 
and rolls dice m ade o f casein. 
He 
opens his m orning’s m ail with a letter 
opener ‘make o f m ilk,’ lights a cigar­ 
ette held in place by a casein holder, 
and settles himself to work with his 
foot under a desk held together by 
casein glue.
